The Prnjtnsed State L'j-i. ersitu at San Luis 

Itey—Foundation uf the Mission theref, 

in 1798. 

Monterey, March 15, 1854. 

Edil<»r San Francisco Herald :—l forward 
you the translation, made »y an old triend, 
of a manuscript account of the foundation 
of lh«* Mission of San Luis Roy do Fran- 
cia, by Father De En Suen, for some time 
President of the Frunctsian Missions of 
California, and acting as Bishop in the 
early part of this century. He was one of 
the companions of Pa.ire Junipero; died 
on the ‘27th of June, 1803 ; and was buried 
in the old Mission Church of Carmel In. 
Padre La Suen i> the minister who is 
spoken of by La Perouse when I e visited 
M« n'erey in September, 1786. This old 
Mission, about to become a seat of learn¬ 
ing fbr our posterity, is said to be in bet¬ 
ter order than any other in the State. It 
is situated in a dry, healthy and exceed¬ 
ingly beautiful country, in one of the val- 
levs of the Coast, after passing from the 
(ireat Colorado Desert, and about tw ntv- 
five miles front San Diego. The soil has 
the singular faculty of producing ih • 
grains and fruits of both iropit a! and tern 
perate zones, when proper attention is 
bestowed on their cultivation. 

The old priest mentioned in the letter— 
An'onio Peyri—is one of the most cele¬ 
brated characters in the past history of our 
State. After a residence of thirty-four 
years at San Luis Rey, he left California 
with the benedictions and esteem of all 
classes, and is said to have died in Spain 
or in Rome, a few years ago. When he 
left the .Mission in 1832. the establish 
ment was in the most flourishing condi¬ 
tion, and had a population at times of 3000 
Indians. The old man was exceedingly 
popular among the pioneer foreign resi¬ 
dents, and treated our countryman, James 
Pattie, with great hospitality in 1829, after 
his rough reception and imprisonment by 
Echandia. Pattie was the first American 
traveler who described the interior of this 
c »untry, and the latter accounts entirely 
confirm his statements published in 183*. 

I am informed by Mr. David Spence 
that before the commencement of the trade 
in hi les and tallow, in 824, Father Peyri’s 
establishment owned, or had the fame of 
owninp. from Hr „ ranagempnt of its ] 
Venerable founder, 80,000 head of horn 
atoek, 4000 horses (wild and tame,) 70.000 
sheep, 200 yokes of working bullocks, 
large numbers of mules and hogs, and the 
best Church and Indians in the country. 
Grape--, peaches, figs, olives, pomegran¬ 
ates, n ctarines, apricots, and all sorts of 
fruits grew with no other attention than 
slanting and irrigation; also wheat, bar¬ 
ley, Indian corn, and every kind of grain 
planted.

After passing about an hour and a half 
the Gentiles, who were present assisting 
us, offered spontaneously twenty-five boys 
and twenty-nine girls, asking me to have 
them babtised. This morning and part 
of the afternoon, in the brush tent thnt wi 
formed yesterday and has served to-dav 
for the Ifolv Mass, I have solemnly bap¬ 
tised in nli fifty-four souls. They like¬ 
wise wished me to baptise other seven 
young men and twelve girls; but I told 
them it was necessary that they should be 
first instructed, and thev are now learning 
the catechism—thank G<*d 

This is the wav that we took possession 
of this place, dedicated to the gloriou« 
Saint Louis, King of France : in this wav 
commencing the Mission < f this sacred 
title in conformity with the superior orders 
of his Evcellency the Marquis de Bran- 
cif< rte, Viceroy of New Spain, and your 
Excellency. 

God ore serve your Excellency in hi< 
grace for many years. The Mission of 
“San Luis Rey de Francia” commenced 
on June 13th. 1798.

Sacramento, April 19 , 1854 . 

Messrs. Editors .*—As the time for an ad¬ 
journment draws near, our legislators are 
beginning to devote a small portion of 
their time to the consideration of the in¬ 
terests of their constituents. 

Agreeable to promise, I send you a num¬ 
mary of the most important proceedings 
during the last six or eight days. The 
Governor sent in a special message a few 
days ago, very properly calling the alt* n- 
tion of the legislature to the many defects 
in the law concerning the formation of 
Incorporated Companies. An act to nbol 
ish the office of Guager of San Fra cisco t 
was taken up in the Senate and passed 
What effect this will have on the price of 
cocktails, 1 am unable to say. A bill has 
passed both In uses, repealing the act au¬ 
thorizing the Treasurer to make special 
deposites. This will deprive Messrs. Palm¬ 
er, Cook, Broderick & Co., of some of their 
r>f which they have been so pro¬ 
fuse during the Senatorial excitement, and 
so very sparing when the coupons in New 
York were concerned. Messrs. Henry and 
Herbert voted in the affirmative, on the 
special deposits bill. An act has been 
passed to f nd the floating debt of Sac¬ 
ramento county. Such a measure would 

be productive of great good to Mariposa, 
if carried into effect. 

The Governor has approved the follow¬ 
ing bills: 

To Incorporate Benici i; To amend an 
Act to Incorporate Los Angelos; To In¬ 
corporate Cre-cent city. 

Mr. Henry gave notice til' a bill to au¬ 
thorise Mariposa county to levy a tax for 
the relief of the indigent sick of that 
county. 

You have probably learned ere this 
that Governor Bigler has commuted the 
sentence of Thomas Mancilla—(convicted 
of murder, and sentenced to death)—1<> 
imprisonment in the State Prison for five 
years. 

In the case of Cowan, reprieved, the afli- 
davit setting forth that the said Cowan 
had not received a fair trial, Are., was 
signed by rhven residents of Mariposa 
county, as follows:

Merced River, April 10th 1844. 

Messrs. Editors :—The time has come 
when the whole face of 7\ rra Firma in 
this vicinity is robed with a lively green, 
and decorated with garlands of flowers 
whose aromatic odors intoxicate the sens¬ 
es with delight. What a contrast between 
the months of April and Septenber ! In 
the latter, the wide spread plains before 
us appear more like an arid sandy desert, 
producing nought but a fw noxious 
weeds* The crops of small grain at this 
time appear line. Some pieces of volun¬ 
teer barley promise to yield 50 bushels to 
the acre, or more. 

1 know of one piece of barley sown soon 
after this date last season, which yielded 
rmre than 25 bushels to the acre. Gen¬ 
erally, most of the farmers are over their 
huriv of getting in their crops—some 
however, have not ii ished planting corn. 
Strange as it may be, compared to the 
amount of rain which has fallen in the 
mountains, yet we have not had enough to 
Vet the ground here to the depth of three 
feet. 

I wish to call the attention of your rea¬ 
ders, to the subject of breeding and rear- 
i ig the stock generally raised upon our 
ranches. Why i> California stock so 
mu li inferior to stock imported into the 
Snip-from other States and countries?— 
Vanifes’ly because no pains have been 
taken ; the ranehero has in all his stock 
departments pursued the ruinous plan of 
in-a :d-in breeding. In one class of ani¬ 
mal creation,-—the human—so constantly 
is this principle illustrated that it has fce- 
come a by-word—•“cousins'married—chil¬ 
dren fools." Could the tacts be gathered, 

I assert without fear of successful contra¬ 
diction, that the history of the R< >y- 
al Families of Europe during the past 
siccessive generations, would exhib¬ 
it more iodiocy and effeminacy, than the 
history of any other equal number of co- 
tempurary families, when a due regard to | 
proper intermarriage was observed.

Messrs. Editors :—Please indulge me 
with sufficient space in the columns of 
your interesting and valuable paper, for 
the reception of the following common¬ 
place thoughts and facts: always pro¬ 
vid'd, that vou deem their effusion worthy 
of such notice. 

It has long been a question more or less 
agitated in th>' minds of the people of 
California, viz; Is there any gold in the 
('oast Range? Numerous reports have, 
from time to time, been heralded forth 
in the affirmative; and just so many 
tie: s has the credulous miner, who has 
sought for the specified locality, been 
grossly humbugged. 

This morning, I was afforded an oppor¬ 
tunity of deciding upon this question, so 
litr us the fact ot its simple existence in 
the Coast Range is concerned, by wit¬ 
nessing the testing process of a small 
quantity of rock—(evidently a species of

Mountains. Tie* t-r-t that they applied 
was simply pulverising and washing in a 
common washpun; ar.d among other ine- 
talic substances which remained in the 
pan wa re several small particles of pure 
gold very perceptable to the nuk' d eye, 
yielding what I considered a very fair 
prospect; thus proving beyond all doub', 
that there is gold in the Coast Rang,- ; 
but whether it is to be found in any other 
shape than in the quartz, or even in that 
i:i sufficient quantities to justify the ex¬ 
pense of separating it, yet remains to be 
ascertained. 

Among other items of interest which I 
have noticed in the Chronicle, is that sev¬ 
eral ol‘our enterprising citizens have at 
last set on foot the praiseworthy project 
of introducing the waters of the Merced 
into the different mining localities of Mari¬ 
posa County. I congratulate her citizens 
upon this the most important event con¬ 
nected with the* future prosperity of thi- 
Southern District. As an evidence of 
the many’advantages w hich must accrue 
to the people of Mariposa County, after 
tie completion of this laudable enterprise, 
it is only necessary to look back lNr a 
moment, and view the rich rewards that 
have been the portion of almost every in¬ 
dustrious miner, who has been so situated 
as to avail himself of the water produced 
by the last rains. But these advantages 
we can neither fully enjoy nor long r< - 
tain, without a Canal h ading from tin- j 
Mi reed, or San Joaquin rivers, which will j 
amply supply the numerous gulches and 
flats during the whole year. On the vital 
importance of this to the people of Mali 
posa County, it is hardly necessary for me 
to dwell, as it speaks for itself in tones 
too distinct not to be heard : and in a lan¬ 
guage too plain and intelligible to be mis¬ 
understood. ‘*It is a consummation test 
devoutly to be wished for.” And if I may 
be allow ed to predict, or to intimate in the 
most delicate manner possible, I will say 
that when this desirable end is attains! 
it will be seen that Mariposa county will 
no longer occupy a position in the back 
round, (as it must be admitted that she 
o-.\ does,) when compared with the other 
mining counties of this State, in point of 
wealth and advancement. She will no 
nger keep her pluce as an humble “su-s, 
p*rnumerary”ora“highprivate in tie- rear’ 
rank.” Just do the thing u-p limn-nr, and 
Daily infuse inte our midst a copious 
stream of the liquid element, and—mark 
the prognostication—the day will imme¬ 
diately follow, when Mariposa county 
will be enabled to throw off the fett rs 
that have thus far bound her down in a 
remote corner of obscurity, never to re- 
ume them again. She will stand erect, 
look square to the front, “face the iiiumc,” 
and proudly advance in double quick time 
to the post of honor, wealth and distinc¬ 
tion, that justly belongs to her, and thus 
tand supported upon her right and lef: 
wings by the heavy pieces of rich treasure 
wl ieh her extensi ve placers will at once 
yield up, for the ssi.-mnce—not of the 
Philibusters” nor h .
